Brother of Man Accused of Wife Murder States 


That Relations Between Henry Clay Beattie, 


Jr., and Bis Wife Were of the Most 


Cordial Nature. 


Chesterfield, C. H., Va., Sept. 1.— 


A mysteriously newly discovered sen- 
sation today interrupted the trial ot 
Henry Clay Beattie, jr., on trial lor 
the murder ot his \viie. .For nearly 
an hour proceedings were suspended 
while lawyers lor the defense worked 
excitedly to clear up their iie« inlor- 
mation. .A message received by At- 
torney Smith soon alter court con- 
vened precipitated the excitement, 
Smith arose and addressing the court, 
said: 
. . "I have ,ius.t received information 
of the greatest importance to our 
case. I must ask the court to excuse 
me while 1 go to the telephone." 
Smith hurried out and was gone hall 
an hour. AVheii he returned he btated 
he had been unable to complete his 
arrangements. Half an hour later he 
dramatically called the sherilf and 
writing a nume on a piece of paper he 
handed it to the ol'iicer telling him to 
have the witness, summoned and to 
keep the name secret. He stated that 
any policeman, in Richmond could di- 
rect the sherilf to the man. 
The ex- 


amination of Douglass Beattie was. 
then continued. 


Chesterfield C. H., Va., Sept. 1.— 


Over the muddy roads, slightly bat- 
tered by a cessation of rain and a 
bright sunny morning, the biggest 
crowd that has yet attended the trial

be called. 
Smith planned to place 


his client in the best light possibl 
before the 12 men af the pury before 
he submits him to the cross exami 
nation of the prosecutor. 


Mrs M. S. Steger, another woman 


who claims to have seen a rnystei ions 
stranger neai the scene of the crime 
was ill at her home and Smith want 
ed to take prisoner, judge and jury to 
her bedside in order that her testi- 
mony might be heard.

lives 15 miles away. The trip there 
would consume at least two hours

Pont-1'Eveque cheese is mariuiaetured an- 
nually in this country, the principal center 
o£ production being- the district of Pont- 
1'Eveque, in northwestern France. The mak- 
ing?- of th« cheese continues throughout the 
•whole year, but the best results are alwajs 
obtained In September and October. 


In- the process of ripening, the mold, so 


important in the preparation of Brie and 


Camembert cheese, is cot considered essen- 
tial. Dependence is not placed on the grerms 
jn the air or surrounding substances, but 
upon the ferments which are added to the 
milk by the rennet at the time of curdling. 


The curdling of the milk, an operation 


\\ hich forms the basis of all cheese making, 
is obtained in the manufacture of Pont- 
1'Eveque by means of a commercial rennet. 
It is effected at a temperatuie of S9 to 94 
degrees K.. depending on the outside tem- 
perature. 
The temperature of the milk at 


the moment of curdling must be carefully 
\\atcheo. to avoid obtaining a hard, * dry 
chees.e. When the milk is top sour in the 
lirst place, the attempt may meet with fail- 
ure. 


After 
the 
milk 
J^as been thoroughly 


strained it is heated to the proper tempera- 
ture for rennetiiig. The rennet is then added, 
diluted in a. Quantity of water, depending 
upon the strength of the rennet, or in such 
quantity as is calculated to bring about the 
coagulation in twenty to forty minutes. Many 
cheese makers add one-twentieth part of 
boiling water so that the milk, which lias 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS AND CROPS 


W 


E ARE entering an era of scientific 


farming. 
Experiment stations are at 


work all over the country testing this, that 
or the other crop, and \\orking out rota- 
tions and systems of cropping that will be 
niore profitable than the old methods. The 
reports of this work go broadcast over the 
•whole country. An enterprising farmer may 
get reports fiom a dozen- different stations. 
each working under different climatic condi- 
tions different from-those of the others and 
all different from the conditions to which he 
himself is subject. ' Not a. single one says a 
•word about length of'growing season, tem- 
perature, or distribution or amount of rain- 
fall, and the farmer will not think of these 
things. He chooses "from the dozen the plan 
that looks the most practical for him and 
tries it. He makes a failure and loses con- 
fidence In that particular station. He tries

another with the same result and probably 
loses faith in all experiment stations. Had 
he realized the great part that climate plays 
In any cropping s>stem and the great dif- 
ferences to be found between the climates of 
different sections of this broad country he 
would have t-'^d the plan of the station 
working under conditions most nearly ap- 
proaching his own and would in all prob- 
ability have succeeaeC. 
For the most effective and economical ap- 


plication of the results obtained by the ex- 
periment stations to the needs of the farmer 
a knowledge of climate is necessary. 
For 


forty years the weather bureau of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has been 
gathering data and publishing them in vari- 
ous forms, until now there is no necessity 
for anyone to spend time experimenting^with 
different 
s> steins of cropping in order to 


learn which is bested suited to his climate. 


HOW TO RAISE CHICKENS 


T 


HE successful hatching of eggs depends 


upon- the breeding stock which pro- 


duces tEe'eggs and upon the Incubation. The 
breeding stock should be well-matured, 2- 
year-old hens usually being preferable to 
pullets. 
Male birds should be young and 


active. 
They should be kept where they 


can have plenty of fresh air and sunlight, 
and a great amount of exercise. 
They 


should be in a perfectly healthy condition; 
some diseases may be transmitted from the 
parent" Dird" to the chick. 
They should be 


fed a variety of grains. 


The 'eggs Intended for hatching should be 


kept- to a cool place at about 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Fresh eggs only should be set. 
Eggs more than two weeks old usually pro- 
duce weak chicks. 
It is advisable to set 


eggs that are not more than five days old. 
Eggs having weak shells that may easily be 
broken, small"eggs, or irregular shaped eggs 
should not be set. 
Sitting hens are generally used when only 


a small number of chickens are to be 
hatched. Mature fowls make better sitting 
hens than pullets. Warm-blooded hens hav- 
ing gentle dispositions should be used. 


Nest3.—Tie chief losses from hatching 


with hens are brought about by lice and 
the interference of other hens. The setting 
6f hens In the chicken house makes these 
troubles greater. 
A sitting hen should be 


thoroughly dusted when put on the nest 
and several times afterward. The last dust- 
ing should be given just before the chicks 
are hatched. On most farms there is a shed 
or building away from the chicken house that 
may be used for sitting hens. Boxes might 
be placed in a yard and a run made in front 
of the box out of twelve-inch boards set on 
edge and covered with lath or wire netting. 
At night the sitting hen should be trans- 
ferred to the new nest. <\hich should be 
kept dark for twenty-four hours. She should 
not be carried by the legs or wings with the 
head hanging down, but with her breast 
resting on the palm of the hand. A hen that 
is permitted to roam at will, usually selects 
8, secluded hollow spot of ground for her 
nest. 
A * few dry leaves or straws 
are 


scratched into the hollow and the nest is 
completed. From such a nest usually comes 
B. full batch of healthy, hardy chicks. If we 
Imitate the hen's methods, we will secure 
good results. If boxes are used they should 
be of such size that when the hen steps 
Into the nest she can easily push the eggs 
aside and not break them. The boxes should 
be .placed on their sides with a lath three 
or four Inches high nailed on the front to 
keep the eggs and nest from working out 
from, under the hen. 


When large numbers of chickens are to 


be hatched, when hatching Is to be done 
at all seasons of the year, or \vlren • non- 
Bitting varieties of fowls are kept, the ar- 
tificial method of hatching- is the more prac- 
tical. 
There are many good incubators on 


the market, some heated with hot water 
and others with hot air. 
In thu majority of 


cases, more depends upon the operator than 
upon the incubator, although the following 
are necessary: 


(1) The heating system should be under 


perfect regulation, to keep the eggs at a 
regular -ind proper temperature; 
(2) the 


amount of moisture in the air chamber 
should be carefully regulated; (3) the ven- 
tilating system should be easily adjusted. 
To produce' these conditions, nrst-class ma- 
terial, good constiuction, insulated walls, 
doors that fit neatly, and a good lamp are 
necessary. The Incubator should stand firm 
and level in a room that is not subjected to 
great extremes of temperature. Fill the 
lamp daily with good oil and keep it well 
. trimmed. Do not let the temperature of the 


eggs rise above 102 degrees during the first 
week. The last week the tcmpoiature may 
be '103, and after the eggs are pipped, it may 
te 104 degrees without bad results. 


Let the eggs remain without turning for 


a few days, but after the third or fourth 
days, reverse the trays and turn the eggs 
once or twice each day. Cool the eggs every 
morning. Test tho eggs by the seve-th day 
and again by the fifteenth. 
Supply extra 


moist""" when needed, by placing water

should be supplied. If quite small, additional 
moisture will not be needed. 
Whether the chicks are hatched by hena 


or incubators, they may be successfully 
reared by hens. 
Two or three incubator- 


hatched chicks may be placed in the nest 
of a broody hen at evening. The following 
morning many more may be given her. Many 
people in order to raise incubator chicks by 
hens set several hens at the same time that 
the eggs are placed In the incubator. The 
hen with the chicks should be kept in a coop 
that is dry, rat proof and well ventilated. 
For the first few days both the hen and the 
chicks should be kept in a. closed coop, 
After a few days, at the door end of the 
closed coop, an open coop made of lath on 
a. frame covered with wire, should be set so 
the hen may have more room for exercise 
and the chicks may roam at a distance from 
the hen. 
It is not advisable to allow the 


hen free range for at least two weeks. If 
she is kept confined in an open coop and fed 
coarse grain ajnd the chicks fed finer grains 
a\\ay from her, she will soon begin to lay 
and yet protect the chicks at night. 


To grow chicks in brooders is usually 


more difficult than to hatch eggs in Incu- 
bators. 
There are many good brooders on 


the market, but care should be used to see 
that they have an even temperature. Dur- 
ing the first week, the temperature should 
' be from 90 to 95 degrees. It might be great- 


ly lowered after the first week. If the chicks 
C.TOV.A around the heater, usually more heat 
is needed; if they lie breathing hard at the 
outer edge, too much heat is supplied. "Good 
ventilation and carefulness are as essential 
as the proper temperature. 


Chicks should not be fed for at least 


thirty-six hours after hatching. 
Nature has 


provided the jolk of the egg as food for this 
period. At first they should be given clean 
water, flne grit or sharp sand. Dry bread 
crumbs, fine ground oats, or bread soaked in' 
sweet milk and then squeezed dry, may next 
be fed. The commercial chick feed may be 
used with good results for several weeks. 
This may be followed by a variety of ground 
grains, bran, meat scraps and green feeds. 


an initial temperature of S9 or 90 degrees F., 
is brought to nearly 94 degrees. This is also 
the proper time for adding to the milk the 
required amount of coloring matter. After 
adding the rennet the milk is stirred for flve 
minutes- to mix the ingredients thoroughly; 
then the recepacle is covered to prevent the 
contents from cooling. 


The coagulation completed, the breaking 


of the curd is begun. This is effected by cut- 
ting vertical slices in two opposite directions, 
forming angles of 45 degrees. 
The- division 


ot the. curd aids the separation of the whey 
from the curd. "With a skimming ladle the 
curd is raised in thin, horizontal slices an 
placed upon mats of reed or rye straw. The 
drainage may be assisted by exerting a light 
pressure upon the curd. To protect it against 
too rapid cooling, dry, hot cloths should be 
thrown over the curd. In about thirty min- 
utes the separation of the curd from the 
whey should take place. During this time 
the position of the curd should be changed 
from time to time in order to Insure better 
drainage. 


"Wooden boxes Jn the form of squares are 


used for molding the cheese. 
These boxes 


are made of beech or ash and the sides are* 
pierced with holes. Boxes of tinned iron are' 
sometimes used. The curd is placed into the 
mold little by little with the fingers, care be- 
ing taken to press it down lirinly so that 
the lumps of curd will be free from surface^ 
iissures. Atter the mold is filled It is turned 
over on a dry mat. tins operation being re'- 
poated six or eight times within an h6ur. 
The temperature should be 04 to C6 degrees 
1'ahrenheit 


occasionally washed with additional color- 
ing matter and light biine,' for a period of 
eight to twenty days, according to the sea- 
son.From the drying room the cheeses are 
taken to the cellar. There they are placed 
on a plain surface,' one against the other, and 
covered with a cloth to prevent too great an 
evaporation. 
They are turned from timo to 


time to insure perfect uniformity in "the rip- 
ening process, which is usually completed in 
about twenty days. The first quality cheese 


Atter about twenty-four hours, the cheese j thus obtained is noted for delicacy of flavor 


•3 taken out of the molds and the entire sur- 
and savoriness. 
For a cheese four and one-half inches 


square and one inch thick, about seven pints 
of milk are required. It is a curious fact 
that seven pints of milk cost in the Paris 
markets about 30 cents, while a square of 
Pont-1'Eveque cheese of the first Quality may 
be bought for 20 cents. 


Cheeses of the second class are always 


made during the spring and summer months, 
the milk used being "that of the morning's 
milking added to that of the evening before 
and even to that of the noon before when the 


i 
. 


face covered with a thin layer of fine salt, 
particularly the sin face exposed to the air. 
Tuel\e hours later it is again turned and 
salted, special care being taken with the 
side exposed to the air. The next day marks 
the end of the salting process. Following 
the salting comes the diymg, which takes 
place in the doing loom. In this room are 
placed open work tables to receive the cheese, 
which is placed xipon a layer of steam. The 
temperature should be about 59 degrees F. 
The cheeses are turned over every day and 


milking is done three times per day. Thd 
milk of the previous day la partly skimmed. 
Before the curdling there Is added a quantity, 
of boiling water equal to .about owe-flfth or 
one-eighth that of tho milk, the temperature 
of the curdling this time being about 98 
degrees F. The rennet is added to the milk in 
such quantity as to produce a rapid curdling 
in about fifteen to thirty minutes. Tho suc- 
ceeding operations are as described for first 
quality cheese. 
The third-class cheese is produced chiefly, 


during the winter months. The milk of one 
or even two days before is used, after hav- 
ing been skimmed. 
It is brought to the 


curdling point by the addition of boiling 
water until the liquid burns the lingers. The 
curdling takes the same length of time as for 
the second class and the same operations are 
repeated. 
Second and third class cheesea 


must be left in the cellar for some time. 


The principal markets for Poht-VEvequa 


cheese are Pont-1'Eveque, Breuil-en-Auge. 
Beaumont and Trouville, situated in the 
northwestern part of France.

FEEDING THE COLT

HE sucking colt should always be kept 


growing and never allowed to have his 


growth interfered with in any way whatever. 
It is sometimes a difficult matter to keep the 
colt doing as well as we would like to see 
him do when it is necessary to work his 
oam. Light work for the dam usually does 
not lower, to any appreciable extent, the 
milk flow; but when she is used for heavy 
work continuously, a falling off in the flow 
will be noticed in, many cases. The niAre, 
when suckling the colt, is not in a physical 
condition to permit her to stand very heavy 
work, arid consequently, for her own good 
and for the colt's 'welfare, it is better not 
to exert her too strenuously. 


Many horse breeders push the colt from 


the start, with a. view to getting him as large 
as possible at an early age, and perhaps also 
to placing him in competition in the show 
ring.

The egg sup^ 
ply is drawn from the" southern "part of 
Shantung, Chihli, and Honan provinces, and 
with the latest German machinery- a, local- 
firm has. entered upon the business with, 
hope of a substantial extension this year.-1 
The nature of the machinery and the sysA 
tern employed in making the various prod- 
ucts are held secret, and the only informa- 
tion obtainable has been In connection with 
the sample shipment mentioned. 


The eggs arrive at the factory packed in 


old kerosene oil boxes. 
They are carefully 


examined by being held close to a. strong 
electric light, which shows the least defect. 
The fresh o'nes are washed and passed on to 
several Chinese boys,; who open them and 
eeparate the yolk from the white. 


With the aid of a suction pump, the yolk 


passes through a. large pipe into a vacuum 
drying machine and is dried in fifteen sec- 


CARE OF LIVE STOCK 


Advice by Animal Husbandry Department, 


University of Wisconsin.

ICK or soft horses or those afflicted with 


Indigestion are most liable to succumb^ 


Every precaution should be taken by the 
owner to fit the animals to withstand labor 
in hot weather. 
Young horses, especially, 


should be worked lightly during extreme 
heat and care should be observed to prevent 
indigestion developing. 


Such preventive precautions as feeding hay 


only at night and morning, giving pure, clean 
drinking water before meals and In small 
quantities thioughout tho day, removing the 
harness at noon and allowing sufficient time 
for rest and mastication of the food should 
be practiced. The horses should be groomed 
at least once a i ay and their stable should 
be frequently cleaned and thoroughly venti- 
lated and screened. 
Little corn should be 


fed, as it Is too heating, but sound oats can 
be plentifully uupplied. Shading the horse's 
head while at work is advisable, but abso- 
lutely avoid using heavy, wet sponges for 
this purpose. 


Tho Iinpoi tance of plenty of shade for the 


dairy herd can not be overestimated. Dur- 
ing dry, hot weather the cows may be ad- 
vantageously housed in darkened, well-ven- 
tilated stables where the fillcs aro not so 
bothersome. 
An abundance of pure, cold 


water should always be accessible, while 
plenty of groen, succulent food should com- 
pose the major part of the ration. 


In case of drought It Is vastly preferable 


to keep the best animals over this period 
than to sell them find later on buy new 
foundation stock at advanced prices. 


As In tho case of cows, suino also should 


be fed plenty of green food in order to keep 
their digestive tracts In tho best condition 
They should bt supplied with plenty of pure 
cold water and an abundance of shade and a 
sanitary wallowing place. 


Fat hogs are extremely susceptible to sun- 


onds. It Is then passed on to a large re- 
ceptacle into which the matter falls in the 
form of flakes, which look clean, have a 
good color and a fresh odor. The flake Is 
again passed through a machine and comes 
out in a powdered form ready for shipment. 
It is said that this product can be kept in- 
definitely If stored in a dry, cool place.

placed on shelves in a room having a tem-

as poultry feed. 


To make ten kilos (22 pounds) of dried 


yolks, 1,500 eggs are required; to make ten 
kilos of whole dried eggs, 1,000 must be 
used, while two and one-half kilos 
(o1^ 


pounds) of albumen are made from the 
whites of 1,000 eggs. 


The price of the whole dried egg is about 


73 cents Mexican (31 cents United States 
currency) a pound, of albumen $1.03 Mexi- 
can (44 cents), of dried yolk about 53 cents 
Mexican (24 cents). Shipments are made in 
tin-lined cases holding fifty and 100 pounds.

WHAT SELECTION DOES 


BY H. K. HAYES.

SELECTION by man may be said to ac- 


complish simply the isolation from the' 


commercial variety of those particular types 
which prove of the greatest promise from the 
Business point of view. With every precau- 
;iori to prevent, therefore, selection tends 
toward inbreeding. 
As we have seen, it is 


only when a, character unit Is found pure in 
3oth the male and female reproductive cells 
that It produces progeny all of which exhibit 
this same character. As selection alms to 
produce a. variety In which all the char- 
acters are uniform, it is easy to see how the 
application of the selection principles tends 
toward Inbreeding. 
Selection cannot make 


new types| but simply Isolates the variations 
produced by nature. Just how this Is ac- 
complished is not apparent until one sees 
clearly that variations are not all alike. 


There are two main classes of variations: 
1. Fluctuating variations, those which 


are due solely to surrounding influences, 
such as better position for development or 
increased fertility. 
Sur.h variations are not 


inherited. 


2. Inherited variations, those due to some 


structure of the reproductive colls, -which 
may depend on environmental conditions for 
their full development, but not for their 
transmission. 
Only these variations are of 


value as bases for selection. 


The experiments of Johannsen, a Danish 


plant physiologist, which have later been 
corroborated by many other investigators 
with very different experimental material, 
have given the correct interpretation of this 
matter. Johannsen worked with beans. " In 
one ot his experiments the weight of Indi- 
vidual beans was the subject under consid- 
eration. When the larger beans from a com- 
mercial variety were selected as seed Jo- 
hannsen found that tho average size of the 
beans could be. increased. If, however, dif- 
ferent typos (that is, inherited variations) 
were first isolated by inbreeding, then se- 
lection of larger or smaller beans (fluctuat- 
ing variations) had no effect on the progeny. 
In both cases the average of tho progeny 
continued true to the type or average of the 
isolated pure race. 
Similarly, almost all 


commercial varieties are mixtures of types, 
and the solo result of selection Is to Isloate 
pure types from such mixtures. 


In a naturally cross-fertilized species like

COUNTY FAIRS 


BY E. J. IDDi:iGS,

ETHODS of handling the live stock de- 


partment at county fairs are not uni- 


form, and often delay results in entering, 
judging and displaying animals because of 
lack of systematic management and atten- 
tion to details. 
The following suggestions 


are offered for those Interested: 


1. Select wide-awake, dependable super- 


intendents for horses, sheep, cattle and hogs. 
The superintendents should be present to 
help enter the animals, should look after 
the comfort and convenience of those ex- 
hibiting and should see that the classes are* 
gotten out promptly when judging begins. 


2. Get the premium list out early and 


make the rules and classifications definite 
and complete. 


3. Make as many classes by breeds and 


ages as the premium money will permit. 
It 


is not satisfactory to show breeds against 
each other, and judging Is difficult when 
there is a wide difference In ages. In draft 
horses, for example, it is more satisfactory 
and the educational value of the display is 
enhanced by offering prices for 1-year-old 
and 2-year-old animals of each sex. as well 
as for stallions, mares and colts. 


4. Provide facilities for making the judg- 


ing a public affair and of the highest pos- 
sible educational value. The sheep should 
be removed from the pens and each class 
for which a premium is offered lined up 
and judged separately. Some sort of hurdle 
should be provided for handling Iiogs. For 
student judging at the University of Idaho 
we use a four-sided pen, fourteen feet on 
each side, with strap hinges r.t the four 
corners. This can be easily moved and ad- 
justed. 
For showing horscb and cattle a 


ring should be roped off. thereby giving the 
judge a chance to work and enabling all 
to see. 


5. Advertise livo stock rremiums thor- 


oughly, and have ono or more persona ap- 
pointed ta work up interest and aid in mak- 
ing B strong live stock show. 


6. Require a parade of the live stock 


and i-sist uron each exhibitor taking part. 
In no way can tho importance of the live 
stock display be so thoroughly impressed 
as by means of a well-organized parade, 


7. Select 
competent and 
disinterested 


judges and use the single judge system. 
When a committee of two or three persons 
act responsibility Is hard to fix and the 
awards are frequently a compromise, lacking 
In consistency, and failing to glvq satlsfac- I 
"

This 
fee to help pay for the services ot a veter- 
inary inspector and at any time that-a dairy 
does not comply with the law in every re- 
spect the license should be revoked and the 
products of that dairy be excluded from the 
market until the law is complied with. 


Each dairy should be inspected at least 


bi-monthly by a qualified veterinarian, who 
should note the sanitary condition of the en- 
tire premises, also the condition of each in- 
dividual cow In the herd. 
The products of 


all dairies should have both a chemical and 
a bacteriological test at least bi-monthly. 
A sufficient number of inspectors should be 
employed to gather samples of milk from 
milk depots, stores, restaurants, hotels and 
delivery wagons for testing in the chemical 
and bacteriological laboratories. 


The score card system for dairies, as j 


"by the United States Department of 


Agriculture. 
Modern investigations in dairy 


sanitation have shown the importance . of 
producing and handling milk under clean 
conditions. An important factor In attain- 
ing that result is the score card system of 
dairy inspection, which deals with itemized 
conditions in the dairy arranged In logical 
order, each of which is given a definite 
mathematical rating, the total number of 
points for a perfect dairy amounting to 100. 


The advantage of the score card system 


to the health officer and the public Is shown 
by the experience of dairy division inspectors 


and reports from sixty health •officers have 
supplied a fund of infoimation relative to the 
use of the score card. 
Only a brief sum- 


mary can be given here. 


As a system of keeping records, it gives 


the health officer a permanent and accurate 
record of all dairies in a convenient form 
for the office files and for ready reference in 
comparing, not only different dairies, but the 
same dairy inspected at different times. 


, PASTURING ALFALFA

LFALFA makes an excellent pasture 


crop for hogs. 
When it is used for 


this purpose, a sufficiently large field should 
be sown, so that the hogs can have the run 
of It, and the regular hay crops can be re- 
moved just as it no hogs were on the field. 
With so large a pasture, the hogST root up 
very little except near the feeding and wat- 
ering place; and the mowing of the hay at 
the usual times keeps the plants growing 
and allows them to produce vigorous young 
sterns, which arc relished by the hogs. Clover 
pasture lasts for^but one year, ai.d the field 
is then plowed and put to some other crop. 
Therefore, with clover, killing out by root- 
ing, or close pasturing, is not so objection- 
able. When as many hogs to the acre are 
put on an alfalfa field as are usually put 
on a clover field, permanent injury to the 
stan;"1 usually results. In many of the states 
where alfalfa is commonly grown, both cat- 
tle and sheep are pastured on it. There ap- 
pears to be no reason why it should not be 
used with success for cattle and sheep in 
this state, if the necessary precautions are 
taken. 
Care needs to be exercised to pre- 


vent bloat, by turning stock on it the first 
few times only after they are well filled 
up with other feed that they are used to. 
Alfalfa should not be pastured the year it is 
sown, nor should it be pastured' very short 
at any time. 
A growth of three or four 


inches should be left on the field in the fall 
for winter protection.
